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Canadian Association Holds Forty-third Annual 


Meeting 


Spirit of Optimism Prevails— C. T. Houck New President 
By M. S. PRESCOTT 


bred Holstein-Friesians in Canada was the key- 

note of the forty-third annual meeting of the Hol- 
stein-Friesian Association of Canada held in Toronto, Feb- 
tuary 4. The reports of the officers showed the associa- 
tion to be in the best financial position it has ever occu- 
pied, with a surplus of assets over liabilities amounting 
to $64,692.82. Among the assets are listed the office property 
owned by the association, which is carried at $45,000, and 
Victory bonds, railroad bonds and cash on hand amounting 
to nearly $23,000 more. Registrations for the year were 
down slightly from the preceding year, owing to a special 
condition in the matter of changing the fees which brought 
in an unusually large number of older animals in 1924 and 
caused the holding up of registrations of young animals 
until after this meeting. <A total of 16,001 registrations 
were made, however, and this is considered entirely satis- 
factory. Transfers for 1925 number 13,642 as compared 
with 13,389 in 1924, a slight increase. Two hundred eighty- 
two new members joined 


O ‘trea over the outlook for the breeding of pure 


bers and friends were present at the meeting which was 
held in the Prince George Hotel, Thursday, February 4. 
Some difference of opinion developed on various matters 
brought up for discussion, but good feeling prevailed gen- 
erally. The most significant action taken. doubtless was 
the instruction issued to the Committee on Advanced Reg- 
istration to work out a plan of extending the present 
system of inspection of bulls to cover females, reporting 
a definite plan to the annual meeting a year hence. Great 
satisfaction was expressed with the way this inspection 
has worked out during the past year, over two hundred 
bulls having been inspected for Advanced Registration on 
a combined basis of conformation and record backing. The 
cost to the association has been far less than expected and 
in spite of the fact that the fee to the breeder was reduced, 
the net cost of inspection to the association figured only 
$151.10. It is too early yet, of course, to judge as to the 
results of the plan of inspecting bulls but those who are 
close to the situation feel very confident that this system 
is going a long way to 
eliminate the use of in- 





the association, a decrease 
of sixty-five from the pre- 
ceding year. Testing in 
both the long-time and 
short-time divisions shows 
a considerabie increase, the 
short-time records complet- 
ed being 534 as compared 
with 469 during the preced- 
ing year, and the long-time 
records increasing from 657 
in 1924 to 749 in 1925. The 
total income of the associa- 
tion for 1925 amounted to 
$81,193.94, while the addi- 
tion to the surplus amount- 
ed to between eleven thou- 
sand and twelve thousand 
dollars. The principal items 
of expense included $13,- 
237.55 as grants to fairs and 
dairy tests; $11,354.75 cov- 
ering salaries, office staff,

cussion and upon which 
there were differences of 
opinion was the matter of 
redueing the fees on fe- 
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males under one year of age and the matter of geograph- 
ical distribution of directors for Ontario. A little feeling 
apparently had developed that the western section of On- 
tario was getting more representation upon the Board of 
Directors than was the case for the eastern part of that 
province. In this connection, it may be well to remember 
that Ontario is a very large province, contining more area 
than the entire states of New York, Wisconsin, Pennsyl- 
vania, Ohio, Michigan, Illinois and all the New England 
States. A large proportion of the members of the Holstein- 
Friesian Association of Canada reside in the province of 
Ontario and by-laws of the Association provide that the 
provinces outside of Ontario shall elect their directors by 
mail voie, while the Ontario members perform this func- 
tion by direct vote of those present at the annual meetings, 
which are always held in the city of Toronto. The prov- 
ince of Ontario is entitled to eight directors while the Mar- 
itime provinces have one, Quebec, two, Manitoba, Sas- 
katchewan, Alberta and British Columbia one each. In 
order to provide for a distribution of the Ontario directors 
east and west, a resolution was proposed to provide that 
two directors for Ontario should be chosen from that part 
of the province lying east of York County and six from 
the part lying west of the eastern boundary of York Coun- 
ty. A point was raised in the meeting that geographical 
lines within the province were not important and that the 
association should be free to elect the best men to be 
found in the province, regardless of whether they lived 
east or west. The proposal, however, met with very gen- 
eral favor from the members present, although an effort 
was made to change the basis, giving the eastern section 
three and the western section five directors. The basis 
of two east and six west, however, was adopted by a sub- 
stantial vote. 

The call for the meeting contined notices of motion to 
reduce the fee for registration of females under one year 
of‘age from $2.00 as it has been for some time past to 
$1.50, while another proposal was to reduce it to $1.00 for 
members of the association. Discussion and analysis of the 
figures made it quite evident that a reduction to $1.00 a 
year would jeopardize the extension program planned for 
the year and might place the association in a position 
where it would be embarrased in its plans for inspection 
of females for Advanced Registration. So convincing were 
the figures that while many of the local clubs had gone 
on record as favoring the $1.00 fee, an overwhelming ma- 
jority of the members and representatives from the local 
clubs present voted in favor of the $1.50 fee and in fact 
a strong sentiment developed for leaving the fee as it 
was at $2.00. As amended. the fees for registration for 
this association will be $1.50 to members for females un- 
der one year of age and $3.00 for females over one year, 
while males will be respectively $2.00 and $3.00 to mem- 
bers and the price to non-members for both males and fe- 
males will be $3.00 a year under a year old and $4.00 over 
a year old, while females over two years of age will cost 
both members and non-members a fee of $10.00 cach. 
Transfer fee to members is fifty cents and after six 
months from date of sale $2.00. 

Hon. W. M. Lee, director from the Maritime Provinces, 
offered a resolution, urging the various fair associations to 
revise their prize lists on a sliding scale basis, which 
would give extra prizes for larges classes on the basis 
of extending them to award helf as many prizes as there 
are animals shown in the ring. Upon motion of Mr. R. W. E. 
Burnaby, this was amended to be simply an endorsement 
of the general idea of a sliding scale revision, leaving the 
details to be worked out by the fair boards and including 
notification of the other breed associations of the action 
taken by this meeting. The resolution was carried. 

A motion was offered upon recommendation of the 
Board of Directors to continue the prizes for Record of 
Merit performances. These are awarded on the basis of 
$5.00 for each cow making her first record in the hands 
of an owner making his first test. These restrictions cut 
down the amount so that the awards for 1925 were only 
$145. The plan will be continued for 1926. 

The amendment proposed by Mr. C. T. Houck, raising 
the score for XX bulls from 75 per cent to 85 per cent in 
order to have that classification mean more, was adopted 
after some discussion, mostly favorable. 

Upon motion of Mr. R. W. E. Burnaby, the meeting in- 
structed the secretary to prepare a suitable expression of 
appreciation for the services to the breed and to the asso- 
ciation by the late Mr. A. E. Hulet and sympathy to Mrs. 
Hulet and family. The meeting also instructed the secre- 
tary to send an expression of sympathy and good wishes 
to Mr. B. Mallory, pioneer breeder and for many years aud-

itor of the association, who was confined to his home 
illness. Mr. Mallory had not missed a meeting Previous tp 
this one for the past forty years. 

The salary of the secretary-treasurer was fixed at $3 
500 for the ensuing year and $25.00 each to the auditors 
The engagement of Mr. R. M. Holtby as extension man for 
1926 at a salary of $2500 was ratified. He is algo allowed 
$20 a month for part time stenographic help. W. A. Clem. 
ons was reelected secretary and treasurer with applause 
and the auditovs are George Currie and Lawrence Sager. 
The election of directors for Ontario resulted in the nom, 
ination of twenty-four, from which the following eight 
were elected: Messrs. C. Tl’. Houck, George V. Arbogast, w 
J. Elgie, W. H. Cherry, Eilsworth Plant, Free Lee, p. A 
McPhee and W. J. Bell. The result of the previous maj 
vote in the election of directors from the other provinggs 
was as follows: Maritime provinces, Hon. Walter M. Lee: 
Quebec, Messrs. P. J. Salley and N. Sangster; Manitoba 
Mr. George Rice; Saskatchewan, Mr. C. W. Thurston; 4p 
berta, Mr. J. H. Laycock; British Columbia, Mr, P, § 
Moore. All directors were present except Mr. Moore, Jp. 
mediately following the adjournment of the meeting of the 
members the Board held its organization meeting, elect. 
ing Mr. C. T. Houck, of Chippawa, Ont., president; Mr 
W. H. Cherry, first vice-president; Mr. George V. Arbo. 
gast, second vice-president; Mr. J. H. Laycock, third vice. 
president; Mr. W. J. Elgie, fourth vice-president. 

The Extension Committee for 1926 consists of Messrs, 
Cherry, Arbogast, Plant, Chandler and Clemons. The Ad. 
vanced Registry Committee, which is charged with the 
duty of workinz out a plan for super-registration of fe 
males, is the same as last year and is made up as follows: 
Mr. C. T. Houck, chairman, and Messrs. Rettie, Cherry, 
Lee, Kelly and Clemons. 

The delegates to the Royal Winter Fair Board consist 
of Messrs. Salley, Elgie and Lee; to the Canadian Nationa] 
Exhibition, Mr. R. W. E. Burnaby. 

The second week in February was designated ag the 
time for the annual meeting in 1927, just a week later 
than was the case this year. 
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While the scrutineers were counting the ballots, in- 
formal addresses were made by Director Arkell of the Do- 
minion Department of Agriculture; George B. Rothwell, Do- 
minion Animal Husbandman, in charge of the experimental 
farms, and John Guardhouse, one of the pioneer live stock 
men of the Dominion. All of them expressed great opti- 
mism for the future of Canada along agricultural and live 
stock lines. President P. J. Salley occupied the chair 
throughout the meeting. His presidential address was an 
unusually fine presentation of the Holstein situation in 
Canada and we are planning to reproduce it in full in 
these columns. 

The Banquet 


A very pleasing banquet was held at the Prince George 


Hotel the evening following the meeting. Great credit 
is due the committee, consisting of Messrs. Houck and 
Franklin, for making the arrangements. President Lowden 
of the Holstein-Friesian Association of America had been 
invited to attend, but was unable to be there on account 
of a previous engagement. A strong list of speakers, how- 
ever, included W. K. Stubbings, boy mayor of the city of 
Toronto, who outlined the operation of their junior city 
council; Norman Sommerville, one of the most brilliant 
lawyers of the Dominion, who spoke on the prospects of 
the future of Canada; W.-C. Raymond, of Brantford, whose 
subject was “International Good Will”; Prof. R. W. Wade, 
of the Ontario Live Stock branch, who discussed “The 
Holstein, Man’s Best Friend”, in a particularly happy 
vein, and Mr. R. W. E. Burnaby, whose toasts “The Ladies 
and Also the Press” provided full scope for his brilliant 
wit. The entertainment features supplied by Frank Olt 
field, baritone, and Jimmy Reed, Scotch: humorist, were 
particularly enjoyed. A feature of the evening in lighter 
vein was the work of an impromptu male quartet consist 
ing of Messrs. Walter Lee, Fred Lee, Bob Holtby and 
E. Purtell, who rendered selections from the World 
Holstein Song Sheet. Another was a yodeling duet by 
the “Heavenly Twins from Quebec”, in which Clarente 
Goodhue did the yodeling and “Chan” Chandler supplied 
the moral support. also a “piece” by Mr. W. J. Elgie.

HE National Western Stock Show at Denver, Colo- 
‘5 rado, January 16 to 23, had the best Holstein classes 

that have been exhibited at this show. In numbers 

the Holstein entries did not come up to some former 
years. However in general quality it was the opinion of 
many that the stock excelled previous exhibitions. Hol- 
steins of such uniformly good quality attracted the at- 
tention of a considerable number during the judging. 
Axel Hansen awarded the ribbons; the placing of Hol- 
steins taking all day Tuesday of that week. Although the 
National Western originated as a beef cattle show, over 
three hundred people were continuously in the Holstein 
ring during the judging. 

The following herds exhibited stock: L. M. Boston, 
Mount Morrison, Colo.; Billiwhack Stock Farms, Santa 
Paula, California; Colorado State Reformatory, Buena 
Vista, Colorado; City and County of Denver, Henderson, 
Colo.; Fremont County Farm, Canon City, Colorado; Henry 
Meyer, Enders, Nebraska; Modern Woodmen Sanatorium, 
Woodmen, Colorado; Willow Springs Farm, Mt. Morri- 
gon, Colorado; Wolhurst Farm, Littleton, Colorado. 

Colorado breeders wish to congratulate the California 
herd upon the excellent type, size and condition of their 
animals. The Billiwhack Stock Farm won numerous first 
places as well as all the championships. Their two-year- 
old bull, Sir Adna Perfection, was easily the Senior and 
Grand Champion bull.

stein herds of North Central 

Iowa, you will find that the one 
owned by Tom Hansen, Cedar Falls, 
Iowa, is one of the most unique and 
the history is quite unusual. This 
herd was originally started about 25 
years ago by Tom Hansen, on the 
160-acre farm where he now resides. 
This was purely a grade herd and the 
first pure bred was secured after Mr. 
Hansen had learned from his own ex- 
perience that the grade herd could 
not be bred up to production beyond 
a certain point. 

There are many unusual features 
about this herd which now numbers 
45 head, all of which are registered. 
The last grade was sold eight years 
ago. This herd, for the past several 
years, has had some very outstanding 
producers in the cow testing associa- 
tion and just last year 16 cows in this 
herd were given an official seven-day 
test. Mr. Hansen believes in know- 
ing just exactly what his cows are 
doing and for this reason has always 
been one of the leading boosters for 
the cow testing association. By care- 
ful feeding and grading up the Han- 
sen herd reached the peak of produc- 
tion on two milkings a day but this 
was not satisfactory and Mr. Hansen 
decided to milk three times a day 
and later on when this did not reach 
production to the point where he 
thought it should, he decided the 
proper thing was to buy a pure bred 
and develop a herd from it. 

About fourteen years ago Tom Han- 
sen purchased of McKay Bros., then 
one of the leading breeders of North- 
ern Iowa, a_ three-year-old heifer. 
From this heifer the entire herd 
which now numbers 45 head, was bred 
and developed and in addition to 
that the nucleus for a smali herd 
owned by a son now living in Minne- 
sota, was also bred. The last grade 
was sold from the Hansen herd eight 
years ago. Hansen has had the same 
experience with his herd that many 
other breeders have had and this 
story would not be complete without 
giving it in this connection. As soon 
as the pure bred herd was well under 
way a tuberculin test was made and 
every milking cow in the herd was

found to be tubercular. He lost the 
entire herd with the exception of the 
young stock and for this reason his

herd contained no animals over two 
years of age. Not a single animal of 
any kind was bought and placed with 
the herd for one year and this herd 
from that day to this has been free 
from tuberculosis and is now accred- 
ited. 

In breeding this herd up, to save 
the expense of buying a high priced 
bull to head the herd, Mr. Hanson 
took two of.the best cows and took 
them away to be bred to a bull and 
fortune seemed to favor him inasmuch 
as he secured a bull calf in each in- 
stance. which was used in the herd. 
Since that time Mr. Hansen has 
made an effort to secure a herd sire 
with some type and especially with a 
good top line for his herd. He pur- 
chased a bull from a Minnesota 
breeder of the Wisconsin Fobes fam- 
ily, out of a dam by a 35-ib. bull. This 
herd sire is two years old and is get- 
ting a very good crop of calves. 

The average fat production of the 
Hansen herd is 440 Ibs. a year on 
three milkings during the winter 
months and two milkings during the 
summer. It seems that these high 
cow testing association records did 
not satisfy breeders who wanted to 
buy breeding stock from this herd, 
especially the bull calves, and in 1924 
official seven-day records were put on 
sixteen of the herd. Four of these 
cows averaged over 39 lbs. of butter 
and 600 Ibs. of milk in seven days, 
while six of the cows over five years 
of age averaged 28 lbs. of butter in 
seven days. The entire sixteen head 
which were then in milk, averaged 25 
Ibs. of butter and 539 Ibs. of milk. 
Several of the three- and four-year- 
olds made over 500 lbs. of milk and 
several two-year-olds made over 400 
Ibs. of milk. 

The heifers in the Hansen herd are 
Ziven an opportunity to demonstrate 
their production ability and are kept 
until they have had their second calf, 
to make sure they are going to be 
satisfactory. If a heifer produces 
less than 300 lbs. of fat with her sec- 
ond calf she is not kept. This has 


been the standard that Mr. Hansep 
has set for his herd up until this 
time, but he tells me he is going to 
increase this requirement as it ig not 
high enough. In further commenting 
on his herd, Mr. Hansen said: “T am 
working to breed up an entire her 
with thirty-pound records or from 
dams with thirty-pound records,” 

Due to the breeding and Care that 
this herd receives they have, and are, 
very consistent producers. The loy. 
est production of any one of thege 
cows was 54 pounds per day and one 
gave as high as 97 lbs. A three-year. 
old made 94 lbs. of milk in one day, 
The heifers of this herd in 1924 made 
from 54 lbs. to 68 Ibs. of milk per day, 

The heifers in this herd are bred to 
freshen at around two years of age, 
Hansen believes it is more profitable 
for him to feed and care for his 
heifers in order to get an unusually 
quick growth so they can be bred 
and begin milking at around two 
years of age than to skimp along and 
save some feed and keep them until 
nearly three years old before getting 
them in milk. 

It is a practice with the Hansen 
herd to use as much roughage as pos- 
sible and silage. Some oil meal and 
cottonseed meal is purchased to mix 
with the grain grown on the farm. In 
this way of feeding the cost of the herd 
can be kept within a reasonable limit 
and yet they can be fed in such a 
manner as to insure the greatest pro- 
duction. 

Mr. Hansen had adopted one prac- 
tice which is a very good one and that 
is that he will sell none of these ‘ani- 
mals from this herd which will pro- 
duce satisfactorily for him. Since he 
is making such an effort to get a good 
top line in his herd, he has disposed 
of one cow and a heifer which had this 
fault to a greater degree than he 
thought was desirable; for the cow 
he secured $300 and for the heifer 
$250. He has lately sold a four- 
months’-old bull calf for $130. It is 
evidenced by this that he could sell 
many animals at a good average price 
and at such a price he could well af- 
ford to produce them.

milk, carrying calf 205 days. Her milk 
record ranks fifth in class. She was 
carried on for 332 days, preducing 24,- 
301 lbs. milk containing 1118.3 Ibs. 
butter. Freshening again as a five- 
year-old, she has just made a 37.75-lb.

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Canadian Conditions 


AST week, it was our privilege to attend the annual 
meeting of the Holstein-Friesian Association of Can- 
ada at Toronto. A detailed report of this meeting ap- 
pears as the leading feature in this issue. We were particu- 
larly impressed with the spirit of optimism, which seemed 


to pervade the meeting. The reports of the officers show a 
only 


slight increase in the number of transfers issued, 
a slight décrease in registrations, which was expected 
after the influx of several thousand extra registrations 


last year due to special conditions. Testing, both in the 
iong- and short-time division, shows a gratifying increase 
and the finances of the association are the best in its 
history with the mortgage on the office property entirely 
liquidated and a small surplus in addition. An appropri- 
ation for extension work was made for 1926 nearly double 
the amount spent in 1925. 

Perhaps the most interesting part of the whole report, 
however. was the statement in regard to the project for 
the advanced registration of males, which was .put into 
operation early in the past year. The most surprising 
thing about this report was the low cost, the net cost for 
the inspection of over two hundred bulls being but a few 
cents over $151. This showing was made in spite of the 
fact that the fee originally agreed upon was cut in half 
during the year so that the expense to the breeder like- 
wise is a very small item. Two of their best known 
judges have been doing the work ot inspection and trom 
the very evident sentiment of all the breeders we talked 
with, the work has been done ina very satisfactory manner. 
While it is too soon to draw any very definite conclusion 
regarding the results from this inspection of bulls, those 
who are in touch with the situation feel very confident 
that it is resulting in an improvement in the general 
standard of type of the young sires going into service in 
Canada and that bulls not good enough to pass inspection 
are being very largely eliminated from consideration for 
use in purebred herds. In fact, the Canadian breeders 
think so well of the idea that steps were taken at this 
meeting to extend this system to cover females also. The 
same committee which has worked out the problem in 
connection with the bulls was instructed to be ready to 
report at the next annual meeting regarding a similar plan 
for females. 

We feel that along this line lies one of the greatest 
opportunities for improvement in the breed. With the Hol- 
stein-Friesian Association of America giving serious con- 
sideration to the same subject and having a committee in- 
structed to report at the Des Moines convention next 
June and with the South African Friesian breeders also 
working along this line, we feel that real progress is in 
store for the great Black and White breed throughout the 
world during the coming year. Canadian breeders have 
many fine traditions along type and production lines to 
live up to and it was evident frem the spirit of the 
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recent annual meeting at Toronto that they ar 
to go forward constructively toward even gre 
ments in the future.

Butter Substitute Men Active 


AT the margarine manufacturers are always on the 
job to look after their own interests is evident from 

the following correspondence between the secretary 
of the Institution of Margarine Manufacturers and one of 
the successful cooperative creameries of the Pacific North- 
west. Before reproducing this correspondence, which is 
interesting as evidence of the way the Substitute Manu- 
facturers attempt to operate, we should remark that the 
cooperative creamery company referred to furnishes an 
outstanding example of the benefits of cooperation in the 
dairy industry. This association was started on $1500 cap- 
ital stock, which has never been increased, although in 
1925 the company did a business of over $800,000. They 
paid more money for butterfat than any other creamery 
in the northwest, according to their statement, the August 
figure being 64 cents a pound, September 65, October and 
November each 67 cents and December 61 cents. Evi- 
dently the spirit so evident in the following correspond- 
ence is able to get results for those participating. 


Under date’ of December 24, the secretary of the Insti- 
tute of Margarine Manufacturers at Washington, D. C., 
wrote to the Enumclaw Cooperative Creamery Company at 
Enumclaw, Wash., the following letter:

TO OUR PATRONS: 

Enumclaw Co-Operative Creamery Co incurs enmity of the 
manufacturers of butter substitutes.

Milk Producers’ Association from combining, conspiring, con- 
federating, inducing, persuading, intimidating or coercing, 
publishing, circulating or otherwise communicating, threaten- 
ing and defaming margarine or those engaged in the sale of 
of it. 

It is respectfuly submitted that unlawful agreements and 
contracts to boycott this product cannot be justified by any 
sound process of reasoning or governmental policy

Co-Operative Creamery’s Answer to Above Letter 


Upon receipt of a letter from your organization dated 
December 24, 1925, whose members represent millions of dol- 
lars, we were somewhat at a loss to know whether to be flat- 
tered, awed or frightened. 

Most of the dairymen of this vicinity do not consider a 
dairyman who will use a butter substitute in preference to 
his own product, a desirable business associate—and will not 
knowingly have him in this organization—hence the paragraph 
in our yearly contract which you quote. We believe we are 
within the law, but would welcome a test to see if the courts 
would deny the producer, the ‘‘man with the hoe,” the right 
to protect himself against his business rivals. 


We accord to any dairyman who prefers a butter substi- 
tute to his own products, the right to organize and exclude 
from their organization any one who will use or ailow to be 
used in their homes, butter. F : 

We do have respect for members of your organization, but 
none for spies or traitors within our own. 

A dairyman who will encourage the use of any dairy sub- 
Stitutes, is knocking the dairy industry and discouraging any 
efforts to improve the conditions of all dairymen. 

Who is in the best position to intimidate, coerce, etc.— 
your organization, whose members represent millions of dol- 
lars, or ours, whose members represent but a few thousands? 
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We will not submit our by-laws, contracts, ete., for the 
approval of your organization.

In commenting upon this correspondence to the mem- 
bers of this cooperative, Mr Van Patten, manager, made 


the following statement: 


“We hope that our answer voices the sentiment 
of every one of our producing members. You have 
money invested in the dairy business. Every pound 
of dairy substitute used lowers the value of that 
investment. Dairy substitutes are a real menace 
to the dairy industry. Do not help to ruin your own 
business by encouraging their use—dairymen out- 
number their enemies (the manufacturers of sub- 
stitutes) more than one thousand to one. Money is 
their principal weapon. With all of their money and 
social prestige, they can not ruin your business if 
you will all stand together and fight for your rights.” 
We are glad to give this correspondence publicity, in 
the hope that cooperative dairy organizations generally 
may adopt this principle and spirit in dealing with the 
question of Substitutes.

It was well attended, inter- 
est in Holstein affairs being evidently well on the increase 
in Michigan. Extension work in Michigan is progressing 
very satisfactorily, actual evidence being given in Secre- 
tary Hays’ report of tangible results of the extension ef- 
fort. Further details of this report, which was the chief 
feature of the meeting, will be presented .in our next 
issue. The handling of local arrangements for the annual 
convention of the Holstein-Friesian Association of Amer- 
ica at Grand Rapids and the promotion of the National 
Sale made up but one feature of an active year’s work. 
The report of Treasurer Silas H. Munsell showed a balance 
of over $400 on hand. M. W. Wentworth, of Battle Creek 
Sanitarium, was reelected president and J. E. McWilliams 
of Detroit Creamery Farms, vice-president. The follow- 
ing directors were reelected: H. W. Norton, Jr., J. B. 
Strange, Dudley E. Waters, E. M. Bayne, John Buth, F. A. 
Dodge and Fred Knopf. Secretary Hays acted as toast- 
master at the banquet in his usual happy manner, the 
theme being built around Calf Club -work. The: speakers 
were representatives of various phases of Calf Club work 
in the state and Earl J. Cooper, who before becoming 
director of Extension Work, was junior project leader of 
the Association. 
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HOLSTEINS GAINING FOOTHOLD 
IN CHINA 


Many of our readers will recall that 
five or six years ago a shipment of 
Holsteins was sent to China as a gift 
from our breeders through the Kaif- 
eng Baptist College at Kaifeng, Ho- 
nan, China. A little later, we were 
sorry to learn that a goodly part of 
this shipment succumbed to the rin- 
derpest. Dr. W. E. Sallee, head of this 
institution, has been in this country 
for the past year on leave and it was 
our pleasure to renew our former 
acquaintance with him at the recent 
meeting of the Pennsylvania Holstein- 
Friesian Federation. Dr. Sallee_ re- 
ported that in spite of the trouble with 
disease, they have left seven head of 
purebred Holsteins and have about 
fifty half blood grade heifers. They 
are fortunate in having a son of King 
Segis Pontiac Count out of a daughter 
of Piebe Laura Ollie Homestead King. 
From the accompanying picture, this 
bull very closely resembles his famous 
sire. Another bull in use in their 
herd is Ormsby Korndyke Pearl 3d 
whose sire is the highest record son 
of Ormsby Korndyke Lad and the dam 
a daughter of King of the Alcartras 
out of a daughter of Sir Prilly Segis, 
a typical Beaver Dam pedigree. 
Among foundation females, they are 
fortunate in having cows of the merit 
of Bell Farm Dorothy and Ormsby 
Hartog Sylvia, the former coming, as 
the name indicates, from the Bell 
Farm, and the latter, a daughter of 
King Echo Sylvia Model, from A. A. 
Hartshorn, of Hamilton, New York. 

Dr. Sallee reports that their pure- 
bred Holsteins are proving a revela- 
tion to the Chinese people in compari- 
son with their native cows, which give 
from six to ten pounds a day at their 
best. The grade two-year-olds from 
these native dams frequently give 
from 30 to 35 Ibs. daily, so that the 
improvement in conditions being 
brought about through the activities 
of this mission school are practical 
and material, as well as spiritual. 
They are, by no means, confining the 
gospel of better dairy cattle to their 
own immediate locality. Attention is 
called to the bull calf, whose picture 
is shown in the accompanying plate. 
This youngster, Kaifeng King Sylvia 
Model 415349, registered on the books 
of the Holstein-Friesian Association 
of America, a son of the good cow 
shown in the picture, Ormsby Hartog 
Sylvia, was sold at the age of four 
months to the West China Dairy Cat- 
tle Improvement Association at Cheng- 
tu, Stechuen. It required eight months 
for this young bull to reach his des- 
tination and Dr. Sallee states that he 
has gone farther west in China than 
any other Holstein bull. Two grade 
heifers accompanied him on _ this 
arduous trip. 

Dr. Salee states that while condi- 
tions in China are somewhat dis- 
turbed at present, he is satisfied that 
if Marshal Feng, who is at present in 
a commanding position, should hap- 
pen to remain in power when the pres- 
ent troubles are ended, he is satisfied 
that the Chinese Government will 
make extensive importations of Hol- 
steins from this country. Marshal 
Feng, who is a Christian, became in- 
terested in the dairy cattle at the 
Kaifeng School, while he was military 
governor of Honan. He became so in- 
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nearly $250 each to deliver ¢ 

heifers, it is necessary to have some. 
thing desirable to justify that expense. 
Dr. Sallee is returning to Ching about 
the first week in March and the Cattle 
will be shipped the week Previous.

TWENTY OVERBROOK COWS PRO- 
DUCE 20,000 QUARTS MILK IN 
JANUARY 


Twenty cows in our herd averaged 
to produce 1,000 quarts per cow in 
January. Ten of them were heifers 
and ten mature cows. Our entire dairy 
of 75 milking cows averaged slightly 
better than 20 quarts milk per day 
per cow for the month. The highest 
individual cow was Chesney Segis 
Fayne, a four-year-old which produced 
3,025 Ibs. in 31 days. During the cal- 
endar year of 1925 we had an aver- 
age of 85 cows in the dairy—milkers 
and dry cows—one-fourth of which 
were two- and three-year-old heifers. 
Our average production was 12,470 
lbs. milk per cow which includes every 
cow that was in the herd at any time 
during the year. In studying the rec- 
ords of individual cows the most 
gratifying part is the production of 
our heifers especially the daughters 
of our herd sire King Sweet. He had 
ten daughters in milk, all first and 
second calf heifers and these ten heif- 
ers averaged almost 15,000 Ibs. milk 
for the calendar year. As more of 
his daughters come into milk and the 
older ones mature we hope to increase 
our herd average materially.

records of this herd Mabel Ormsby 
Cornucopia as a three-year-old and a 
four-year-old was high cow in the as- 
sociation, producing 580 Ibs. fat and 
19,000 Ibs. of milk as a three-year-old 
and during nine months of the second 
year of the test, when four years old 
she produced 551 lbs. of fat and about 
16,500 Ibs. of milk. 

In speaking of the benefits he has 
derived from his herd Mr. Hansen 
told me that by far the most import- 
ant accomplishment of all was the 
fact that through his breeding pure- 
bred cattle and increasing production 
to the point where they greatly ex- 
celled the neighbors’ herds, he was 
able to interest his five boys in farm- 
ing and he developed in them depend- 
ability and a pride that"has kept them 
identified with agriculture. These 
boys knew that if the standing of this 
herd was to be maintained it would 
be necessary for them to take the 
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best of care of these cattle and for 
this reason they took an unusual in- 
terest in their work and they are now 
following similar work for themselves 
or in other capacities. One of the 
sons is a herdsman for Raleigh’s 
Farm at Freeport, Illinois. Two of 
them are managing herds of their 
own, one is doing cow testing associa- 
tion work and the other is at home 
assisting his father. As Mr. Hansen 
told me in discussing this, this seems 
to be the answer to. the question— 
“How are we going to keep the chil- 
dren on the farm?” 

In developing this herd Tom Han- 
sen has always kept in mind that he 
should proceed slowly in this bread- 
ing up of this herd for the reason he 
didn’t dare to put more into this herd 
than he could reasonably expect to get 
out of it.

There was nothing 
to look forward to but the earning of 
his $1.25 per day. At about the time 
the wages were to be raised to $1.50 
per day Mr. Hansen quit his job and 
went to work on a farm. This Danish 
young man of course found a greater 
interest in farm work and he told me 
that he was so interested in his work 
that very frequently noon would come 
before he would hardly get started at 
his work and likewise the close of the 
day. He was doing a work that he 
liked to do. 

Shortly after this Mr. Hansen came 
to Hudson, Iowa where he was a but- 
termaker for eight years, leaving this 
position to go on the 160-acre farm 
where he now lives and where he has 
lived for the past 25 years. In addi- 
tion to this quarter section of land 
he owns in Minnesota another quarter 
section and a 103-acre farm, as well 
as another 100-acre farm in lowa. 

This story would hardly be complete 
without a word about Mrs. Hansen. 
Mrs. Hansen was the daughter of Jens 
Jensen who arrived in Cedar Falls, 
Iowa, a number of years ago with 
seven children, the youngest of which 
was three, and with seventeen cents 
in his pocket.

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TH DAKOTA PENITENTIARY 
HERD DOING FINE WORK 


One of the coming herds of Hol- 
steins in South Dakota is that owned 
by the Penitentiary at Sioux Falls. 
The bulk of this herd, numbering 
approximately 75 head, were raised on 
the prison farm. ; 

Fifteen years ago this herd was 
started, primarily to furnish milk for 
the institution and to afford clean, 
wholesome work for many of the in- 
mates. As the herd grew in numbers 
it also became a source from which 
the farmer could secure a foundation 
in purebreds. As a foundation herd, 
several granddaughters of the 35-lb. 
cow. College Belle Wayne, were se- 
cured. : 

At this time, the bull Sioux Joh Ly- 
ens was vurchased from H. A. Moyer 
ef New York. This bull represents 
the crossing of several well known 
families. being a son of King Joh, who 
was by King Segis Pontiac Alcartra. 
On the dam’s side, Inka Lyons who 
was by King Lyons and from Inka 
Prilly. - 

Recently the bull Duke Segis Mata- 
dor Daisy was added. This bull being 
a son of Matador Segis Walker from 
a 30-lb. granddaughter of Colantha Jo- 
hanna Lad. 

Up until 1924 no testing of any na- 
ture was done. At this time D. V. 
Kopland, formerly herdsman at the 
Mankato Holstein Farms took over 
the management of the herd. A cow 
testing association was joined and as 
a result of the first year’s work, the 
herd headed all associations in the 
state with an average production of 534 
lbs. of butter and 12,439 Ibs. of milk. 
This was increased in 1925 to 587.2 
lbs. of butter and over 13.482.5 Ibs. of 
milk. One member of the herd pro- 
duced 1035 Ibs. of butter and over 23,- 
000 Ibs. of milk in twelve months. 

Official tests are being run on the 
daughters of Sioux Joh Lyons with 
very encouraging results. The first 
eleven daughters average over twen- 
ty-six Ibs. of butter for seven days. 
Sue Rue, a senior three-year-old made 
35.99 Ibs. of butter and 628 lbs. of 
milk. Bryonia Lyons De Kol, senior 
three-year-old 33.2 lbs. of butter and 
688 lbs. of milk. Her full sister, Bry- 
onia Redfield Lyons made 31.4 lbs. of 
butter, 665-lbs. of milk as a four-year- 
old. Another daughter, owned by the 
Asylum for the Insane is credited 
with thirty pounds of butter and 530 
pounds of milk. 

Records are kept on the cost of pro- 
duction of each cow. These show that 
during the last two years nearly 700,- 
000 pounds of milk were produced at 
an average cost of 62 cents per one 
hundred pounds. Butterfat from this 
milk cost eighteen cents per pound.

and quantity testing in the making of tests that 

could in my estimation be recognized by our Asso- 
ciation to the extent of listing in the Blue Book, and of 
issuing of Certificates of Merit, but not to the extent of 
granting A. R. Certificates. The plan as put forth was not 
to be understood as advocated by me, but to offer in 
concrete form my suggestions as to how such a system 
could be made workable if there shoul® be any real call 
from our breeders for such a plan. I have received many 
leiters of commendation from men interested in herd and 
quantity testing but none from breeders desiring to test 
under such a plan. I am inclined to think that there is 
little if any real demand among Holstein-Friesian breeders 
for such a test at the present time, although there may be 
in some of the other associations. Some of our breeders 
are doubling up by using the short-time official test for 
selected cows, and the cow testing association test for the 
herd test. I am inclined to think this a very good solution 
of the problem. 


A considerable amount of work relating to advanced 
registration has been done during the past year by dif- 
ferent persons, and the Advanced Registry Office has done 
its share, although not as much as it has desired to do. 
The object of our studies has been two-fold. In the first 
place I desired to learn whether or not I was right in 
thinking that on the average a one-day monthly test in 
semi-official testing was as good as a two-day monthly 
test, assuming that no effort is made to influence the fat 
content of the milk in any way. What I desired to know 

* was to what extent, if any, the average per cent fat shown 
during the first day of the monthly test differed from’ the 
average per cent fat of the whole two-day monthly test 
as reported. 


We computed the per cent fat for the first day for all 
the tests received during two different months, there being 
2412 monthly tests reported for the one month and 2,448 
tests reported for the other. We did not total the milk 
and fat for all these tests and compute the average per 
cent fat in the usual way, but merely added the per cents 
fat and divided the total of these per cents fat by the num- 
ber of tests in the month. We did this because we did not 
have the time nor think it necessary in such a survey to 
fake the longer method. 


‘In comparing results for the first day with the results 
for the whole two-day test, we found that there was a 
considerable difference in individual cases, sometimes the 
per cent or the first day showing higher than for the whole 
test, and sometimes showing lower. The total per cents fat 
for the first day of the first months’ test was 8,207.40, while 
the total per cents fat for the whole two-day test was 


A SHORT time ago I outlined a plan for herd testing 


8,209.10. Divided by 2,412, the number of tests, we have 
3.40 as the average per cent fat in each case. Again, 
there were 2,448 tests in the second month, and the total 
per cents fat amounted to 8,455.29 for the first day of the 
test and 8,454.06 for the two days of the test. Divided by 
2,448, the number of tests, the average per cent fat ap- 
pears as 3.45 in each instance. There were during the 
first month 1,139 tests showing the per cent fat for the 
two days greater than the per cent for the first day, while 
there were 1,149 tests showing the per cent of the two 
days as less than the first day. In the second month there 
were 1,161 tests showing the per cent fat of the two days 
as greater than the per cent of the first day. while there 
were 1,193 tests that showed the per cent of the two days 
less than the first day. 

It will be seen that there was no difference worth men- 
tioning in the averages for the one-day test and for the 
two-day test, and that we found that the number of tests 
showing a higher per cent than the average was slightly 
greater for the first day than for the whole test. The 
difference, however, was not great. On the whole this 
survey, as far as it goes, shows that on the average the 
one-day test is as reliable as is the two-day test; but I 
know no way of conducting any research by which 
we can determine that the per cent fat found in the milk 
can not be more easily affected for the one-day test than 
it can;for a two-day, and the whole matter rests right 
there. I have always held that the longer the official 
test was continued the more trustworthy were the results 
of that test; and whether the two-day test can profitably 
be cut to a one-day test depends entirely on whether the 
per cent fat in a one-day test can be more easily influenced 
than can the per cent in a two-day test. I do not speak 
of the influencing of the milk flow, for as a rule increased 
milk shows a decreased per cent fat. 

In order to compare results of a one-day test in each 
calendar month with the results of a two-day test, and also 
to learn what relation such tests might bear to strictly 
official tests, this office has analyzed the strictly official 
yearly tests of six cows taken at random from the strictly 
official test file in this office. As many tests for each 
cow as could be constructed on both the one-day and the 
two-day basis without using the parts of months at the 
beginning and close of the test were constructed; and in 
each case the parts of the months constituting the first 
part and last part of the test, were not computed but 
actual results were added to the results for those months 
for which the productions were computed. The tests were 
constructed by using the official results of the same days 
in each calendar month as a basis or computation of the 
supposititious credits for that calendar month. For the 
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two-day series, since the series had to be made up of the 
first and second days in each month, the second and 
third days, the third and fourth days, and so on through 
the month, there was one less supposititious test for each 
cow. For Forward Somerset Duchess 167221, 28 one-day 
and 27 two-day tests were constructed, for De Kol Plus 
Segis Dixie 295135, 27 one-day and 26 two-day; or K. P. 
Cornucopia 212933, 25 and 24; for Aralia De Kol Mead 
182593, 23 and 22; for Mosetta Mutual Paul Johanna 122- 
347, 25 and 24; for Dutchland Colantha Vale 132794, 28 
and 27. 

The results for the one-day milk credits as compared 
to the actual milk produced by Forward Somerset Duchess 
show that this cow might have been credited with either 
1,156.7 lbs. more milk than she produced or 1,348.8 lbs.less 
milk than she produced, and that she might have been cred- 
ited with either 24.13 lbs. more fat than she produced or 20.81

than she produced; while she might have been credieg 

with 19.22 lbs. more fat or 20.48 lbs. less fat than P- 

produced. It would be tedious to undertake to show their 

maximum variations by taking the individual cows, and 

I have made an effort to show them in tabulate fon 
It should be borne in mind that the most fat ang the 
most milk is not found in the same test, nor will the minj. 
mum amounts of milk and the minimum amounts of fat 
be so found. I submit these tables without other comment 
than to say that they show that when production of milk 
and fat is large it is possible for one cow under One-day 
monthly test to show in a cow testing association some 
2,500 Ibs. more milk, or some one hundred pounds fg 
more or less than some other cow, although the actual 
production of the two cows under strictly official tests,

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NEW YORK ASSOCIATION DIRECTORS MEET 


A meeting of directors of the New York Holstein- 
Friesian Association was held at the secretary’s office at 
Syracuse, Monday, February 15th. Directors present in- 
cluded Pres. Harvey Farrington, E. G. Misner, H. H. 
Wing, K. A. Overton, C. F. Bigler, C. H. Baldwin, Harold 
Hess, Paul Conine, Frank Wigstan, C. W. Halliday. H. D. 
Scott, Walter Thompson, W. D. Robens and John Howard. 

The finances of the association came in for some dis- 
cussion but definite action upon the budget was left to 
the finance committee which meets in Utica soon, to- 
gether with the executive and membership committees. 
The executive committee fixed the salary of the secretary 
at $4,000 per year. 

Secretary Bigler was authorized to attend the meet- 
ing of the county fair association at Albany on Tuesday, 
February 16th to urge appropriate prizes for dairy cattle 
at all county fairs. 

By resolution the directors recommended the estab- 
lishment of additional classes at New York State Fair for 
cattle owned by New York State breeders. It recom- 
mended an additional prize of 50% of the prizes in open 
classes and that four placings be made in the state 
classes with the proviso that state breeders be eligible 
to receive but one prize in each class for state-owned 
cattle. The Association recommended the appointment 
of Ward W. Stevens as judge of Holsteins at the State 
Fair next fall. 

Plans are being laid for a membership campaign 
throughout the state. 


OHIO ASSOCIATION IN STRONG POSITION 
Twenty counties were represented at the annual meet- 
ing of the Ohio Holstein-Friesian Association held at 
Columbus, February 4. The report of the treasurer 
showed the finances of the association in a very flourish- 
ing condition with a cash balance on hand at the end of 
the year of $3,234.33. This is over two thousand dollars 


more cash than the association had on hand at the begin- 
ning of the year. While the transfer money coming back 
from the National Association amounted to $3,546, this 
was not the largest item of income for the association, 
which collected in membership fees $5,308.75. The Ohio 
breeders have demonstrated that they have a real interest 
in their association. The report of Secretary I. D. Hadley 
showed 612 members on ‘the roll. Activities during the 
year included sale service to members, advertising Ohio 
Holsteins in the breed and national dairy publications, 
calf club promotion work, encouragement in the showing 
of Ohio Holsteins at the county and state fairs and general 
work with the local organizations. Among the interesting 
matters discussed was the question of reducing the trans 
fer fees in’the National Association. James A. Reynotus, 
chairman of the Executive Committee of the National 
Association, brought the subject up for discussion and 
after referring to the transfer fees in force in the other , 
breed associations explained quite frankly that the Hol- 
stein-Friesian Association could function very well with 
lower transfer fees. He urged a full discussion of te 
subject, saying that after discussing the subject fully, 4 
vote should be taken, and the result given to the delegates 
who might be elected. as an expression of the Ohio Asso 
ciation. He explained that a reduction of the transfer 
fees would mean a curtailment of some of the association's 
activities and that it was for the membership to say 0 
the delegates whether they wanted any or all of the 
activities eliminated. Many of the delegates took part 
in the discussion, after which a motion was made that 
the transfer fee be left as it is. This motion was passed 
without a dissenting vote. ;

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1 A Review of Holstein Conditions in Canada 


Presidential Address of Mr. P. J. Salley Delivered at the 43rd Annual Meeting of the Holstein-Friesian 
Association of Canada, Held at Toronto, Ont. February 4, 1926 


7 IS indeed a great pleasure to me 
|» welcome so many members to 
this the Forty-third Annual Mett- 
ing of, the Holstein-Friesian Associa- 
tion of Canada. Especially do we wel- 
come new members who are with us 
for the first time. We want everyone 
to feel that this is his meeting, to take 
art in the discussion and to bring 
* forward suggestions that will be for 
the good of the Association. — 

When our financial report is pre- 
sented by the auditors you will find 
that we are in a better position than 
ever before. Early last year the Fi- 
nance Committee purchased some 
$15,000 worth of securities, paying bet- 
ter than 5 per cent., instead of 3 per 
cent, allowed by the bank on our de- 
posits. The holder of the mortgage on 
our office building consented to take 
payment of $5,300 during the year, 
and on February ist, when the mort- 
gage came due, the balance of $9,700 
was paid off, and we are now clear of 
all indebtedness and have assets val- 
ued at about $70,000. The system of 
advanced registration of bulls, estab- 
lished last spring, has proved much 
less costly than we expected, and 
your Executive Committee has come 
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the month, and $246,000,000 for the 
eight months of the current fiscal 
year, has preserved the parity of the 
Canadian dollar in the markets of the 
world. The production of mineral 
wealth has been extraordinary, as has 
also been that of the forests. Great- 
est of all, however, has been the won- 
derful harvest, with its prodigious 
yield of wheat, which is bringing an 
exceptionally good price. This has 
vastly increased the purchasing power 
of the people, and has given impetus 
to the entire business of the country. 

The output of cheese, butter and 
cream for 1925 probably constituted 
a record. On top of this came better 
prices than had been received since 
the war boom days. Cheese averaged 
around 20 cents during the past year 
compared with 17 cents in 1924, butter 
35 to 40 compared with 5 cents less 
in the year previous) Whdle milk and 
cream have advanced almost to a sim- 
ilar degree. Naturally the liquidation 
of dairy cattle, which was quite 
marked in 1923, has ceased and these 
animals are again in demand at firm 
prices. 

While dairy farming throughout the 
past year has become more intensive, 








to the conclusion that. in view of our 
strong financial position, we can af- 
ford to make a reduction in the fee for 
registration of females under a year 
old. 

There is a very general opinion throughout Canada 
that the year 1926 will bring a generous degree of pros- 
perity to the Canadian people. Not for many years has 
the outlook been so encouraging. Apart altogether from 
the factors of prosperity within the Dominion, the con- 
ditions all over the world are vastly improved at the end 
of 1925. In the first place, the Peace Pacts negotiated 
between the various nations at Locarno have changed 
the whole atmosphere of Europe, until it can safely be 
said that at no time in the recent history of that continent 
have the prospects of peace been so bright. In the second 
place, the general conditions in Britain are substantially 
improved. It is true that the unemployment situation is 
not yet satisfactory, and industry and commerce have not 
wholly recovered from the depression, but the country has 
stood the strain of the return to the gold standard, and 
has promptly met its obligations in the payments of the 
huge war debt to the United States. The stability of 
British finance, and of the British banking system, have 
had a steadying effect upon international credit and the 
markets of the world. 


The situation in the United States is also such as to 
afford strong confidence to all business enterprises. The 
railroads have had a most prosperous year, for the most 
part, showing that markets have been active and that the 
demand for mercantile commodities have been strong 
and steady. 


_ In regard to Canada, as has been already said. there 
Is a strong feeling of hopefulness on the part of all expert 
observers. This spirit of optimism is founded on sub- 
stantial evidences of prosperity. Particularly trustworthy 
are the opinions of leading bankers. The recent annual 
Tfeport of the Royal Bank, showing an extension of $100,- 
000,000 in the bank’s business, an increase of $42,000,000 
mM commercial loans in Canada, and an increase of $150,- 
000,000 in the deposits in the Canadian branches, is just 
che of several announcements showing the sound condi- 
tion of business throughout the Dominion. Another en- 
Couraging feature was the fact that the trade of Canada 
fo November constituted a record. The huge volume of 
exports, showing a favorable trad2 b>lance of $65,000,000 for

that is, established dairymen have in- 
creased the size of their herds, there 
has also been an extension into new 
territory. A year ago’ Northern On- 
tario farmers were faced with a surplus of hay. The 
demand of the lumber, mining and construction camps 
had not kept pace with the rate of clearing, and, as a re- 
sult, when the new hay was cut this year from 10 to 25 
per cent. of the 1924 crop still remained in the farmers’ 
hands. It was soon realized that there was only one way to 
solve this problem permanently. The farmer must market 
his hay in the form of dairy products and beet cattle. The 
Provincial authorities have assisted the Northern settlers 
to secure good cows from Old Ontario. Several cream- 
eries have been opened, and while it will be some years 
before there is any considerable volume of butter and 
cheese produced in the North, the foundations for a great 
new dairy industry have been laid. 

For many years it has been apparent to observant 
breeders that the system of registration of purebred stock 
in operation in this country has not been achieving the 
results that were anticipated by its founders. Animals 
have always been registered on the basis of pedigree alone 
without regard to individual merit. The consequence has 
been that, especially in times of keen demand, a great 
many animals have been recorded in our stud, herd and 
flock books which have had little or nothing to recommend 
them except their registered papers. In other words, they 
have been what is commonly known as purebred scrubs. 
Purchasers of such stock have found them a disappoint- 
ment and have become disgusted with the breed to which 
they belong and probably with purebred stock in general. 

What is the remedy for this condition of affairs? It 
seems evident that the ideal system would be one which 
provided for the compulsory inspection of every animal, 
both male and female, before registration was permitted. 
While such a system is possible when a breed is confined 
to a limited area as in Holland, Jersey or Guernsey, it is 
out of the question in a country of magnificent distances 
like Canada, on account of the tremendous expense that 
would be involved in inspection. 

It is a recognized fact that practicaly all improvement 
in live stock comes through the use of prepotent sires 
of proper type from dams of outstanding merit. It nat- 
urally follows that the use of nothing but purebred sires

Culling and the Herd Test 


RE Holstein breeders interested in the herd test? 
A Superintendent Gardner answers this question in the 

negative in the article on “Advanced Registration 
Studies” appearing as a feature of this issue. He states 
that while he receives many letters on the subject from 
college men, extension workers, etc., he has yet to have a 
letter from a herd owner expressing any interest in the 
subject of a herd test that could be recognized by our 
Association. 

Mr. Gardner states, in his article, that there seems to 
be a trend toward more short-time testing for selected 
individual members of the herd, with reliance upon the 
cow testing associations for the herd test. It is pleasing 
to note the increased participation of purebred Holstein 
breeders in cow testing association work. It has a very 
definite place and can perform a service of great value to 
the industry as a guide in culling out the inferior pro- 
ducers in our purebred herds. Purebred breeders formerly 
had some ‘hesitation about entering the cow testing asso- 
ciation for fear that the results in comparison with the 
grade and common herds would show to their disadvan- 
tage. It is pleasing, however, to note the constantly in- 
‘creasing proportion of purebred herds taking leading posi: 
tions in the cow testing association reports. 

The cow testing association is performing a most valu- 
able service to the purebred breeder in giving him the 
facts about the individual production and profit of every 
member of his herd. Too much emphasis, however, upon 
the records made in the cow testing association as a basis 
for selling value will eventually operate to throw the whole 
system into disrepute. Just as soon as it becomes a matter 
of financial importance in the selling of animals which 
have unusually high production records from a cow testing 
association, there will be a large enough percentage of 
unscrupulous individuals ready to pad their records to an 
extent that might threaten the whole system. The success 
of the cow testing association depends upon keeping the 
cost of supervision as low as possible and the system is 
helpless against the inroads of the crooked or unscrupulous 
individual for the reason that if supervision is tightened 
enough to curb his activities, the corresponding expense 
becomes so high that the fundamental idea of the system is 
defeated. 

It seems to us highly important, therefore, that the 
breed associations take steps to provide a herd test under 
which the purebred owner may have an authentic produc- 
tion record on all of his herd at a price within his means 
to pay and which might fill the place which the cow test- 
ing association record is coming to take as a basis of sales 
value. 

Such a herd test as the Ayrshire people are inaugurat- 
ing or perhaps as modified by the suggestions offered by 
Supt. Gardner in his article appearing in our issue of 
October 17, hold great possibilities along this line. Such 
a test, with its official recognition and publication of the 














record, would certainly be worth much more 
of selling surplus animals than is the cow testing asgo 
tion. And even more important, it would in our ae 
operate to help save the Cow Testing Association trom 
the dangers of too much commercialization now threaten 
ing it. a 
Perhaps our breeders are not yet ready in any great 
numbers for participation in the herd test. Perhaps ther 
are too many herds that need to have their low producers 
culled out and disposed of before a herd average is put 
on record and published in the Blue Book. It is doubtless 
*true in many herds and we can only say that those herd

~~ owners would be doing themselves a kindness and would 


be taking a long step toward breed improvement if they 
would enter their herds in cow testing associations and 
send to the block the unprofitable producers. There are 
however, plenty of purebred herds that have already been 
through this experience in the cow testing associations 
and which could, with benefit to themselves, go into a herd 
test plan in our Association. 

Constant culling from the standpoint of both production 
and type is an essential of sound breed progress. Qne 
reason that civilization has not made greater progress 
than it has is because so many defectives, both physica} 
and mental, are allowed to reproduce themselves. We 
have no solution for this great sociological problem so far 
as it relates to the human race, but it is possible to work 
it out, if we will, in its relationship to the Holstein-Frie. 
sian industry. The breeders of Holland have been doing 
it for twenty years. Before an animal is accepted in their 
herd books, it has to pass rigid inspection for conforma. 
tion and the females are required to demonstrate their 
producing ability by exceeding certain minimum require 
ments in a lactation period test. Our problems are differ- 
ent from those of Holland in the difficulty of applying any 
measures of this sort on accotnt of the numbers and 
wide distances of our breeders. However, the object 
sought, in its importance, makes the obstacles seem small 
by comparison. 

We would like to have the views of the breeders on 
this subject and we would be particularly pleased to hear 
from herd owners who would be interested in entering 
their herds in a herd test along the lines suggested by 
Supt. Gardner or any other system that would provide 
recognition of herd test records by our National Associa- 
tion.

OR cover illustration this week shows what was un- 
O doubtedly the greatest aggregation of prize winning 

cows ever shown together as a Dairy Herd. This 
picture was taken at Waterloo in 1914 and is one of the 
unusual pictures appearing in the new Type and Produce: 
tion Book, published last month by the World. Every cow 
in the picture is a grand champion winner at a show of 
major importance and all were owned by R. E. Haeger, 
Algonquin, Ill. Heading the string is Crescent Beauty 
Butter Maid, twice a first prize winner at the National 
Dairy Show, as a three-year-old and as a four-year-old, 
being grand champion at the National in 1913. Lucy De 
Kol Wayne, the second in line, was grand champion at 
Waterloo Cattle Congress in 1914, Aconeth Lady, the 
white cow in third place, standing second, and Minerva 
Beets at the left end, in third place. Aconeth Lady was 
seventeen years old when this picture was taken. The 
preceding year in 1913, she was grand champion at Water- 
loo as a sixteen-year-old and at the National in 1912 and 
1913, she was first prize aged cow. Minerva Beets, of 
course, has won immortal and undying fame through her 
shew ring achievements. This picture was taken the year 
Bob Haeger brought her out and while she only placed 
third at Waterloo under the two cows shown in the 
picture, she showed fresh at the National and started her 
long series of National grand championship winnings that 
same year, 1914. She was five times a National grand 
champion, which is something that no other cow of any 
breed can boast. In bringing out this string of cows, Bob 
Haeger set a mark for our showmen of the present day to 
shoot at.

If we were a discredited horse doctor and if we 
should be called in to diagnose this case (either of 
which is highly improbable) we would say that the 
circulation must be poor, the judgment bad and 
possibly the heart is enlarged. The patient should 
be put to bed at once, a strong purgative adminis- 
tered and all business worries should be kept from 
him. Under no circumstances must he be allowed 
to lose his temper, for it is probable that temper is 
about all the poor fellow has left. We will drop in 
again on our next round of calls.

The mating of 
this young bull on the daughters of 
Dutchland Creamelle Denver Prince, 
therefore, will bring in a double cross 
of the Denver family and _ three 
crosses of Dutchland Creamelle Korn- 
dyke Lad, with all the greatness he 
represents.

Holstein Activity in Michigan 


As reported by J. G. HAYS, Field Secretary, Michigan Hol- 
stein-Friesian Association, at the recent annual meeting 


of that organization. 


In Michigan a joint arrangement 
exists between the Dairy Department 
of the State College of Agriculture at 
East Lansing and the Holstein-Frie- 
sian Association, whereby the. secre- 
tary gives half time to dairy extension 
work and half time to college work. 
Approximately 50 per cent of Secre- 
tary Hays’ time during 1925 was taken 
up in Holstein work. His report, deal- 
ing by projects with state association 
work, takes up first the county sale 
manager plan which has been inaug- 
urated in Michigan. His report states: 

“The county sales manager system 
is planned in fourteen’ counties. 
Wayne dropped out due to the sales 
manager moving away; Lapeer county 
came in. 

“To review the sales manager plan: 
The County Association elects a mem- 
ber to serve as sales manager. He 
corresponds witih prospective buyers. 
He conducts buyers about his county 
at no charge whether purchases are 
made or not. To finance the manager’s 
expense and pay him reasonably for 
his time, he is authorized to deduct 
from sales amounts a certain percent- 
age, generally 5. This sum is split 50- 
50 between the sales manager and the 
County Association treasury. The 
county is pledged to use its share for 
advertising surplus cattle. 

“In connection with this system the 
State Secretary sends’ information 
simultaneously to each County Man- 
ager regarding live prospects. Dur- 
ing the past year names of 34 such 
prospects were so supplied. These 34 
names were selected by the State 
Secretary from 85 prospects with 
whom he corresponded with a view to 
determining the potential buyer from 
the man just shopping around. Of the 
34 prospects referred to sales man- 
agers’ sales were completed to: Robt. 
Diehl, Pennsylvania, purebreds; H. L. 
Stoltzfuss, Pennsylvania, purebreds; 
Srob Bros., New Jersey, grades; B. W. 
Patterson, New Jersey, grades. 

“Other sales may have been com- 
pleted but not reported by the county 


sales managers. Of the 85 leads that 
the Secretary worked upon, 17 came 
from the Extension Service of the Na- 
tional Association, 8 came through H. 
W. Norton, Jr., 9 wrote in as a result 
of seeing our advertising. Undoubted- 
ly, juding by location, many more who 
inquired concerning’ cattle were 
prompted to do so by our ads but did 
not so state in their letters. 


“Of the 85 prospects written to, 22 
wanted grades only, 44 wanted pure- 
breds only, and 19 wanted information 
on both purebreds and grades. 


“Summing up the status of the 
Sales Manager system, it is called 
satisfactory in counties where sales 
have been made. Factors that re- 
tard free operation of the plan 
are: (1) the universal lack of co- 
operation shown by breeder in neg- 
lecting to list surplus stock with the 
manager; (2) for some counties, not 
being under area work for TB eradi- 
cation or breeders scattered too far 
apart. Factors that make the system 
work are, a supply of surplus stock in 
a modified accredited area, the pres- 
tige of the county, and the salesman- 
ship of the manager.” 

Secretary Hays’ report on organiza- 
tion has the following to say: 


County 


“During the year the Secretary at- 
tended 21 meetings held by 16 County 
Associations with a total attendance 
of 1,478. (These figures do not include 
the Grand Rapids Convention.) Five 
of these meetings were summer tours. 
One new Association was organized in 
Ogemaw county; and the defunct St. 
Clair County Association was rejuven- 
ated. 

“In every case, considerable credit 
for arranging the meeting and for 
boosting the work undertaken by the 
County Association must go to the 
County Agricultural Agent. 

“In respect to sustained interest, 
Tuscola, Washtenaw and Livingston 
County Associations again lead. Jack- 
son county gives signs of awakening

“Of the 89 members, 56 paiq the 
minimum fee of $2.00 per year the 
other 33 took out sustaining member.

“At this point the Secretar 
takes his annual comment on the ee 
adequacy of financial aid accorded 
the State Association by Holstein 
breeders of Michigan. In view of the 
large number of men actively engaged 
in the Holstein business the amount of 
voluntary financial support is really 
pitiful. If it were not for the inyoj. 
untary assistance given, the State As. 
sociation could not hobble along. This 
involuntary assistance is that rep. 
dered by each breeder who makes a 
sale—fifty cents of each transfer fee 
charged coming back to the Michigan 
Holstein-Friesian Association for use 
in pushing the breed in the State. The 
money received from transfer fees for 
1925 totalled $3,765.50. This ig a 
respectable sum but inadequate to 
really boost the breed; it should be 
supplemented more liberally by the 
payment of annual dues by those who 
wish to keep Holsteins at the top.” 

Continuing Secretary Hays dis 
cussed the annual field day, complete 
report of which event was published 
in the World at the time. This event 
was held at Lakewood Farms, Battle 
Creek, Mich. His report also summar- 
ized the work of Michigan at the Na- 
tional Dairy Show, giving the placings 
of each Michigan entry. 

The section of the report dealing 
with calf clubs and bull clubs and sum- 
mary of testing is of interest. It fol- 
lows:

Calf Club Work 


“No special work was done on this 
project except to assist in selecting 
calves for club work in Saginaw coun- 
ty. 

“The State Association paid out in 
special premiums at the State Fair 
$78.00 on the following basis; Best 
seven head from Boys’ and Girls’ Calf 
Club, 4 placings, $20-18-15-15; Grand 
Champion Calf Club Female, $10. 

“Knevels Pearson, Ass’t Leader of 
Boys’ and Girls’ Club work, Michigan 
State College, states that practically 
400 or 40 per cent of Club members 
have Holstein calves. This shows a 
good gain over last year with 23 per 
cent. Remembering however, that 
over half the purebred dairy cattle of 
Michigan are Holsteins, we should not 
be content with less than 50 per cent 
Holstein of the Calf Club membership.

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THE MICHIGAN HONOR ROLL FOR 
1925 


An annual feature of the meefings 
of the Holstein-Friesian Association of 
Michigan is the distribution of the 
Honor Roll based on the records com- 
pleted during the previous year. The 
list for 1925, distributed at the recent 
meeting at Lansing, is especially cred- 
itable not only in the records reportea 
but also in the type of the record hold- 
ers as shown by the pictures publish- 
ed in connection with the report. In 
this respect, the selection of pictures 
is much superior to those used the pre- 
ceding year and the group altogether 
makes a showing in every way cred- 
itable to the breeders of the state. 
Eco-Sylv Belle Pietje, with a record 
of 41.56 lbs. butter, owned by C. E. 
Schmidt, Serradella Farm, Oscoda, 
Michigan, leads the 7-day division. 
Pontiac Barine, a junior four-year- 
old, has the highest 30-day butter rec- 
ord with 158.79 lbs. butter, being own- 
ed by the Pontiac State Hospital. 
Traverse Colantha Walker, a product 
of the Traverse City State Hospital 
and one of the most famous produc- 
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ers of the breed, is the leader in both 
the ten months’ and yearly divisions, 
with her records in eight-year-old form 
of 1155 Ibs. butter in 305 days, 1267.61 
Ibs. butter in the year. She was 
Michigan’s only 1000-Ib. fat producer 
last year. The booklet also lists for- 
ty-five records above 30 lbs. butter in 
7 days completed in the state during 
the year, together with the name and 
address of their breeders and owners, 
a similar list giving the nine Michi- 
gan cows producing over 800 Ibs. but- 
ter in ten months and a similar num- 
ber completing records above 1000 
lbs. butter in a year.

selective registration, with a view to 
adoption by the breed. Evans’ sug- 
gestion in this connection was that a 
“standard” herd, to be so designated by 
proper authorities, should be free from 
tuberculosis and contagious abortion, 
its herd sires with high productive 
backing and of approved individuality, 
its milking females all proven cap- 
able of producing a given mini- 
mum of butterfat and likewise good 
individuals.

of first-class individuality and pedi- 
gree would, in a decade or two, work a 
revolution in the quality of our herds 
and flocks. 

Something along this line has beep 
under consideration for severai years 
by this Association. It is generally 
admitted that while the Holsteip. 
Friesian breed has reached almost up- 
believable heights in the matter of 
production, there has been a marked 
deterioration in type and uniformity 
of our herds due to the use, by many 
breeders of bulls of inferior indiyi¢- 
uality merely because they were back. 
ed by female ancestry of outstanding 
production. Size, substance, consti- 
tution, straight top lines, shapelinegs 
of udder—in a word, breed type—have 
been neglected. During the past two 
or three years there has been a revul- 
sion of feeling in this connection, and 
we find in every sale ring confirma- 
tion of the fact that at the present 
time females of correct type, without 
records, but with good indications of 
production, will outsell high record 
cows that are faulty in important par- 
ticulars. 

Production has reached such a high 
standard that, in connection with our 
breed. at least, it may almost be said 
it will take care of itself. The move- 
ment in the direction of breed im- 
provement along the lines of individ- 
uality and uniformity has been accel- 
erated by the use of our true type 
models and by the distribution of 
thousands of copies of the judging 
manual. 

This year a further step has been 
taken by the Holstein-Friesian Asso- 
ciation in the establishment of a sys- 
tem of advanced registration of bulls. 
At the outset this has not been made 
compulsory, although it is probable 
that in the course of time we shall ar- 
rive at that stage. Bulls may still be 
registered in the regular department 
of the herd book on pedigree alone, 
but provision has been made for a 
new department to which animals will 
be eligible only when they come up 
to certain well-defined standards of in- 
dividual merit and breeding. 

Breeders have been quick to see 
that much additional prestige will 
come to their herds if they are able to 
say their herd sires are in the ad-

DR. BUFORD DISPERSES HIS HERD 


Dr. C. G. Buford, of Elizabeth, Illinois, sold at public auction on January 
15 his very good herd of forty-six pure bred Holsteins. In looking through 
the catalog, it would appear that the prices Dr. Buford received for his cattle 
were very modest in comparison with the good cow testing association records 
and backing most of his animals had. As a nucleus for his herd, Dr. Buford 
purchased a number of head from the Kuhl herd in Wisconsin. It will be 
remembered that this herd maintained the highest herd average in Wisconsin 
in 1924 and included the high cow for the state, Pauline Ormsby De Kol 
Canary, with 1,048 lbs. butter, 22,914 lbs. milk. Nearly half of the entire 
number in the sale were young heifer calves or bulls. The milking females 
averaged $176. Ten of this number had splendid cow testing association 
records and averaged $190. Fifteen young heifer calves averaged $70 and 
six bulls $85. Included in the sale were three exceptional grade Holsteins, 
the three averaging $200. They had cow testing association records averaging 
well over 700 lbs. butter, and returned a net profit of from $235 to $263. 
The top price was $245, paid for a two-year-old daughter of Pabst Korndyke 
Conrad. Her dam is a granddaughter of King Segis Pontiac Polkadot and 
has a C. T. A. record of 689.37 lbs. in a year. Her purchaser was Ray E. 
Meyer, Roselle, Ill. The offerings were taken by buyers from Illinois and

vanced registry. Sales by correspond- 
ence of young bulls will be greatly 
facilitated if the sellers can furnish a 
guarantee of quality in the shape of 
certificates showing that the animals 
have been inspected and approved by 
the official inspectors of the Associa- 
tion. Up to the end of the year 190 
bulls had been approved and 24 re- 
jected. 

Even more important than the num- 
ber of bulls inspected is the remark- 
able influence this work is having up- 
on public opinion. Breeders every- 
where are looking for bulls of the 
right type, and so great is the demand 
that we are finding it impossible to 
fill all orders. It is almost useless to 
offer for sale a bull with a sloping 
rump or one that is from a low-testing 
dam. Mr. James Rettie has recently 
been appointed Chief Inspector to suc: 
ceed the late Mr. A. E. Hulet, and Mr 
R. M. Holtby, fieldman, is also inspect- 
ing bulls that may be reached in the 
course of his work. These two men 
are outstanding among the Holstein- 
Friesian judges of America, and their 
judgment is rarely questioned. 

In my opinion the time has come for 
us to consider the question of ad- 
vanced registration of females as well 
as males. 

Following the action of the Holstein- 
Friesian Association of Canada in 
adopting a policy of advanced regis- 
tration of bulls based on individuality 
and breeding, the South African Fries- 
land Society has recently established 
a similar system, which includes cows 
as well as bulls. Cows must be in 
milk and bulls must be at least one 
year old before inspection, which is 
voluntary and not compulsory. 

At a meeting of the directors of the 
Holstein-Friesian Association of Amer- 
ica. held in December, a committee 
was appointed to draft a plan of ad- 
vanced registration to be submitted 
to the next annual meeting in June. 

We were the pioneers in this im- 
portant work and we cannot afford to 
lose the advantage of our early start. 
I would recommend that a committee 
(preferably the same committee that 
has dealt with the advanced registra- 
tion of bulls) be appointed to prepare 
a plan for the advanced registration 
of females to, be presented at our next 
annual meeting. 

The results of our educational ‘work 
with the true type models and litho- 
graphs, the judging manual and the 
inspection of bulls have been very 
apparent at all our large fairs during 
the year. Everywhere there have been 
splendid exhibits of Holstein-

climax at the 
Royal. In uniformity of  excel- 
lence the show at the latter fair 
was pronounced by _ disinterested 
judges to be equal if not’ the 
superior of any display of the Black- 
and-Whites ever staged in America. 
Ontario breeders did themselves 
proud by winning the State herd prize 
and a large proportion of the other 
prizes at the National Dairy Show at 
Indianapolis. If the Quebec breeders 
had sent over a herd, Ontario would 
naturally have had to take second 
place. 

The Holstein-Friesian World, Syra- 
cuse, N. Y.. whose editor is one of the 
committee which annually selects the 
all-star animals exhibited during the 
year in America, has this to say of our 
Canadian Holstein-Friesians: 

“Canadian breeders may well feel 
proud of the showing they have made 
in this year’s All-American selection. 
In the bull classes, Sir Francy Mer- 
cena Burke, owned by D. A. McPhee, 
Vankleek Hill, Ontario, is an All- 
American winner for his third succes- 
sive year, an honor that has been 
duplicated only by Johanna Rag Apple 


Fiiesians, reaching a 


Pabst. Sir Star Laura Segis. the All- 
American senior yearling. is owned 
jointly by Minnesota Holstein Com- 


pany (his breeders) and W. J. Elgie, 
Sault Ste. Marie, Ontario. Brookholm 
Inka was reserve AH-American two- 
year-old bull. He is owned by Ray- 
mondale Farm, Vaudreuil, Quebec, but 
is of American breeding, being a son 
of Sir Inka Superior Segis, the fainous 
Minnesota Holstein Company’s herd 
sire. It was a very close decision be- 
tween this buli and Sir Fobes Ormsby 
Hengerveld, the. Wisconsin bull which 
finally received the All-American des- 
ignation. 

“Among the females, the Canadian 
showing is even more impressive. 
Sara Ann Duplicate, the All-American 
aged cow, was bred in Canada, being 
a granddaughter of the well-known 
Canadian sire, May Sylvia Pontiac 
Cornucopia. Both reserve aged cows 
are Canadian bred and owned, these 
being Belle Calamity Wayne, owned 
by Haley & Lee, and Countess Abbe- 
kerk Hiemke, owned by Raymondale 
Farm. Thus, Canadian breeding ranks 
first, second and third in this im- 
portant class. Canada scored again 
in the two-year-old class with Alcar- 
tra Colantha Ormsby, owned by J. 
W. Innes. Woodstock, Ontario, and 
again with Lady Posch Susie, the 
senior yearling, owned by Haley & 
Lee, Springford, Ontario. A Canad- 
ian heifer is also reserve junior year- 
ling, this being Bonheur Abbekerk 
Posch 2nd, a daughter of Count Paul 
Echo Posch, owned by Mount Victoria 
Farms, Hudson Heights.

That it is quite possible to combine 
the highest type with extreme produc- 
tion is well illustrated by the three 
outstanding aged Holstein-Friesian 
cows at the shows of 1925. Sara Ann 
Duplicate, the All-American cow of the 
year, has been grand champion at the 
Utah State fair every year since she 
was a two-year-old, and this year was 
grand champion also at the Pacific In- 
ternational. She demonstrated her 
producing ability by making the larg- 
est junior four-year-old milk record 
in the United States last year. Her 
semi-official yearly record was 23.633.8 
Ibs. milk and 1,161.75 lbs. butter. She 
is owned by C. §S. Potter, Ogden, Utah. 

Belle Calamity Wayne, grand cham- 
pion at the National Dairy Show and 
the Canadian Royal and reserve All- 
American cow, is owned by Haley & 
Lee, Springford, Ont. She has just 
completed a seven-day butter record 
of over 34 lbs. in seven days, and her 
R. O. P. record on twice-a-day milking 
is 828 lbs. butter, estimated to be 
equivalent to a 1,200-lb. record on four 
times a day milking. 

Countess Abbekerk Hiemke, grand 
champion at Ottawa and the Canadian 
National and reserve All-American 


reuil, Que. Her record of 30,443 Ibs. 
milk and 1,376 lbs. butter is the highest 
in America on three-times-a-day milk. 
ing. But for trouble at calving she 
would probably have been Ail-Ameri- 
can cow for the year. All three of 
these great cows were bred in Canada 
by honest-to-goodness dirt farmers—~ 
the first by Joseph Peel. Port Perry, 
Ont.; the second by William Rennie, 
Mossley, Ont., and the third by Sam- 
uel Redmond, Burgessville, Ont. 

That we are not neglecting produc- 
tion is evident from the fact that the 
number of Record of Merit and Record 
of Performance tests shows a decided 
increase over 1924. Many splendid 
records were made during 1925, and 
just after the close of the year a new 
world’s record was announced. The 
three-year-old heifer, Glen Otter (Co- 
lantha Lady, owned by Whitney Root, 
Dunnville, Ont., leads all competitors 
in the 305-day division with 1.037.75 
lbs. butter from 21,278 Ibs. milk and 
an average test of 4.04. She is a 
daughter of Lady Roberts Colantha, 
world’s champion three-year-oid in the 
365-day division. 

The dairy tests at the winter fairs

60 per cent of all cows under test are 
Holsteins; 71 per cent of all pure- 
breds are Holsteins; 49 per cent of all 
grades are Holsteins, In quality, out 
of the ten high herds to finish the reg- 
ular C. T. A. year Holsteins were in 
1, 2, 3, 4, 6, 9 and 10th placings. Five, 
7 and 8 places went to Jersey herds, 
the highest Guernsey herd being 22 
pounds lower in fat than the tenth 
Holstein herd. 


Advanced Registry 
Work along Advanced Registry 
lines is still at a low point for all 
breeds in Michigan. Information sup- 
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plied by the Dairy Department, M. S. 
C., shows the following facts: 

“There are fewer official super- 
visors employed than at any time dur- 
ing the past five years. 

“The number of 7-day records com- 
pleted during 1925 (College year) is 
the lowest since 1912 with the single 
exception of the war year 1918. The 
quality of the records in every class 
is very good—the highest average 
production ever recorded.

County Sales Managers report a 
tremendous export of grades—in fact 
a shortage of the best is almost at 
hand.
